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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because: 

• The drawings are not numbered in consecutive Arabic numerals (see 37 
C.F.R. §1.84(u)(1)). Specifically, FIG. 6a and Fig. 6b are not partial views 
intended to form one complete view. Similarly, Fig. 7a and Fig. 7b are not 
partial views intended to form one complete view. The examiner 
suggests renumbering "Fig. 6a", as "Fig. 6"; "Fig. 6b" as "Fig. 7"; "Fig. 7a" 
as "Fig. 8"; and "Fig. 7b" as "Fig. 9". Similar changes to the specification 
are also recommended to correspond with the changes to the view 
numbers. 

• The reference character "1 1 " does not appear in the specification (see 37 
C.F.R. §1 .84(p)(5)). The examiner suggests inserting "11" after "ground" 
in the paragraph beginning on page 6, line 25. 

• The reference character "21 " is not in the drawings (see 37 C.F.R. 
§1.84(p)(5) and page 12, line 7 on the specification). 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "switching devices" 
of claim 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 7, line 7, use of the term "wind" appears to be a word processing error 
and should be replaced with - winch --. 

On page 7, line 13, the numeral "6" added by the preliminary amendment 
appears to be an error and should be deleted. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, the phrase "such as" (line 2) renders the claims 

indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of 

the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claims 3-5 are dependent upon one of indefinite claims 1 and 2, and are 

therefore indefinite themselves. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,2,4 and 5, as far as they are definite, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by United States Patent Application Publication No. 



2003/0137348 A1 (Pas hereinafter). 
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Pas shows a wind power installation comprising a plurality of installation parts 
2,3,4 assembled to form a wind power installation at the location of construction of the 
wind power installation, wherein a container 1 is such that it accommodates the pylon 
2,3 of the wind power installation via the support 8 and forms the foundation of the wind 
power installation. Installation parts 19,20,21,22 are disposed in the container 1 during 
transport to the building site. 

The container 1 is capable of accommodating a transformer of the wind power 
installation (see FIG. 2). Also, switching devices 17, 18 are provided in the container in 
an operating room/area (see FIG. 2). 

Pas shows a process for the production of a wind power installation comprising a 
plurality of installation components 2,3,4 transported by means of a container 1 of 
standard dimension (see paragraph 0014) to the building site of the wind power 
installation, wherein the container accommodates the pylon 2,3 of the wind power 
installation via the support 8 and forms the foundation of the wind power installation. 

Regarding claim 4, the pylon 2,3 is erected by means of a cable winch 13 (see 
paragraph 0023). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the process of sinking the container into a hole in the ground is deemed to be 
directed to an unobvious improvement over the Pas invention since the Pas invention is 
mobile and teaches away from an immovable installation (see paragraph 0049).
